Bur becauſe very often, as well by rea- 
ſon oferrors committed in dyet, as weakneſs of 
the parts, theſe concoRions, and the ſeparations 
of the Excrements which depend thereupon, are 
not duely perfe&ted, great quantity of filth, and 
bad. humours are heaped rogether, they are 
thrp{- upon the neighbouring parts which are 
ie, and as it were the ſink of the body, or 
elſe into the hollowneſs on the left ſideof the bel- 
ly underthe midriff, whichnarure ſometimes uſes 
ro'-contain ſuperfluous, thick, fleamy, fetous, 
black- melancholy, and watry homours, and 
' wind' tranſmitted - from the 2 teen, the Liver, - 
and * the Ventricle. And here moſt diſeaſes 
Haye' their Riſe, - and particularly the Scur- 
VeYs ; | 
'For 'theſe concoRions, whereby rhe food is 
made-fit aliment for the body, and ſeparated 
froih the uſeleſs excrementitious parts, are 
performed by a certain fermentation ,” which 
rarifies and ſpiritualizes what was thick and fix- 
ed; and rendersit volaril ( as the Chymiſts calls

But if by reaſon 
of an inconvenient manner of living, ſo much 
raw, thick and depraved and naughty food be 
received, that the body though otherwiſe ſound 
and ſtrong, cannor ſufficiently concoct it all , 
and ſeparate it from its excrementitious parts , 
but the Chylus comes to rhe bowels(defigned for 
{ concoQion ) abounding with many 

groſs and Tartarous parts ( as the Chymiſts 
call them ); Then it happens chat ſuchthick ſalc 
fixed parts can neither be. all atrraRted by the 
Spleen, nor ſufficiently fermented and refined, 
but the ſaid faculty of the ſecond concoRion , 
ſinks under their weight, and is by degrees 
weakened, and every day rendered leſs apt for 
concoQing , correfting , and refining theſe 
thick bumours, but the ſame and the fixed Tar- 
rarous ſalt lying undifſolyed, get into the Me- 
ſeraick veins, and parts before mentioned, where 
receiving continually freſh ſupplies of like Tarta- 
rous qualities, and joining with other noxious 
homours, they are further corrupted in this 
ſink of the body, and become the cauſe of ſeve- 
ral Hypochondriacal diſtempers, till at laſt they 
acquire a depraved contagious diſpoſition, and 
ſuch. as is peculiar tothe Scurvey. And then 
being gathered to a great abundance by help the 
of the ſerous humour ( wherewith they are dilu- 
ted, and- which promotes their motion) they 
flow to the Liver and ſpoil its ſanguiſying qua- 
Iity, and get into the veins and Arteries, and 
mixing with the blood pollute it, and are car- 
ried with it into divers pars of the body and dif- 
| B 2 fuſed

fuſed over the mulcles, rendons and joints, and 
conſequently ftir up ſeveral. diſtempers and 
ſymptoms according to the ſeyeral parts where 
they come. 

For, thoſe that. are diffuſed withovr che veins 
not being able ro be aſlimifared to the body, 
nor yet” get” forth, are dereined there and bin- 
der che nouriſhment of the parts. and render the 
body weary and languifhing, or elſe are re- 
moved elſewhere: and fo cauſe running and 
wandring pains. A parr of this ſalt corrupt hu- 
mour ſent to the Gums, ſwells their ſoſt render 
ficſh into a groſs Tumour, and corrodes them 
afterwards by its ſharpneſs, whence proceeds 
an'irching, but upon: the leaſt rubbing or light 
ſucking, blood burſtsforth, and the fleſh flags, 
and is-ulcerated, and being putrified falls from 
che teeth, and ſends forth a grievous ſmell, and 
the teeth grow looſe and fall out.

I. BY food, as feeding on fale meats, fleſh 
that bath lain long in brine,. or js. dried 
with ſmoak, or Fiſh that is of ill juice and hard 
to be concocted, as: Herrings, & ce things fea- 
ſoned with ſalt and vinegar , mouldy bread, 
or Ship bisker, onions, old cheeſe, &c,; For 
all theſe as they afford but licle aliment, ſo 
they much abound with a groſs excrementitious 
humour. And therefore ſince ſuch a. kind of 
food is common tv Marriners and moſt of the 
Northern people, as Danes, Sweeds, Dytcb, 
and many of the Engliſh, this diſeaſe is thereby 

become fo frequent amongſt them,

other diſeaſes, yer is there not the ſame con- 
courſe of diſeaſes, and ſymproms in all, bur 
they appear ſome in one, ſome in another ; In 
one fewer, in another more , And yet all 
are derived from one cauſe variouſly diſpoſed 
and-applying to this or that part. ; 
I. In making judgement of this diſcaſe and 

its event, a Phyſician ſhould be wary, and dili- 
gently conſider all the principal faculties, and 
their impediments, For the pulſe for the moſt 
part ( as was ſaid but now ) is very weak. 
So that Phyſicians ignorant of the diftemper , 
are apt to thjnk a patient with ſuch a pulſe can. 
not live, when in truth the ſame is a ſign (not 
of the diſeaſe being mortal ) but of a dileaſe 
that in a peculiar manner is an enemy to the vi- 
tal faculties. I 
© 2, This Diſeaſe in the beginning is eaſie tg 
be cured by fit Medicines, whilſt the depravity 
confifts in the humours, and has not communi- 
cated its naughty diſpoſition te the Inteſtines 3 
So oftimes dier' alone, 'or change of Air does the 
work, But when it has took-root, 'ris very 
fithicult to be cured, and can ſcarce ever pe 
| bb terly

tefly remoyed, for the melancholy humour 
from whence-ir- proceeds is naturally ftubboryi 
and ſlowly 'removed, 'and produces obſtinate 
and tedious diſeaſes, and the patient will be ſub- 
je every year or after ſome longer interval, ta 
fall into a Relapſe, and his diſtemper return with 
the ſame or other more 'grievous Symptones, 
eſpecially where the Liver and Spleen are in- 
fected. - - 

3. For the, moſt part a Scuryey turns''ihto 
an ill habit of the whole body, or a Drophe ;, 
ſometimes into a Flux, and very often jnto a 
Conſumption. For fince rhe. Scorbutick hn- 
movrs'tmpreſs ſuch a depraved diſpoſition on 
the bowels, eſpecially the: Spleen and Liver , 
Ir follows that their ſanguifying virtue muſt be 
thereby hindred and weakened ; and when this 
torrent of vitious humours diſimbogues it ſelf 
into the belly, it cauſes a Lask ordaily looſheſs, 
and at the laſt the Dropſie.

Therefore firſt of all ſuch medicines are to 
be uſed as may melt the earthly feculent hu- 
mour, and attenuate, cut, and take ir away by 
diſſipation, ſo that all obſtru&ion removed, the 
groſſer part may more eaſily deſcend imo the. 
belly, and common ſhore of the body; and 


what, is more ſerous and.thin, may tend to the: 


paſſages of. urine, and both be evacuated at 
ſuch places as ſhall be moſt agreeable to na- 
ture 3 for eyen the thicker- parts of this humour 
are, often. carried off with the urine to the great 
benefit of the Patient. 7 
In the next place, regard is ill. to 
had to the general method , and the nature 
of the humours, and conſtitution 'of the bo- 
dy ; for. where the bumours are .cold and 
orols, and thoſe that live.in a frigid, moiſt and 
thick air, things that-more ſtrongly cut and at- 
tenuate, eſpecially where the diſeaſe js. of any 


conſiderable continuance, 'in others milder me- 


dicines ,may; be giyen. But in all caſes the 
ſafeſt , courſe is to, begin with gentle things 
and proceed .to ftronger, and if the diſeaſe does 
noc give place, but rather ſeem to eacrcaſe, 
whilſt yet the urine appears good and promi- 
ſing, 'is a fign that the medicines yfed are 
weaker than the diſtemper requires.

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You are not to rruſt to opening and attenua- 
ting medicines only, which are uſed in other 
diſeaſes, but thoſe are to be added which by 
their peculiar property are good againſt this

which open obſtructions of the Liver, Spleen, 
and neighbouring veſſels, corre& their diſor- 
ders, and are uſeful in other melancholy di- 
ſtempers, have place here too, as opening Roots 
of Scorzonera, Herb Bennet, Elecampane, 
Succory, Polypody, Gentian, Rhuburb, round 
Uriwood, and Sea Onion. The leaves of Ger- 
mander, Groundpine, Dodder, Agrimony , 
Fumitory, Hyflop, Hops, Walfern, Stoneworr, 
Berony, wild Marjoram ; the Flowers of 
Broom , bitter Almonds, Bay-berries, Juni- 
per berries, and the like : yet till ſpecificks 
are to be added, which peculiarly correct the 
pravity of the Scorbutick humour. ;

Kettle be thereby 
heated, byr yer not perfetly hot ; this is an 
example of a putrid-or humoural-Feaver, in 
which the humours are heated and ſet on fire, 
but the ſolid parts are not atually hor, but re- 
ceive (hear. from the hot humours. Imagine 
again cold water to be put into a hot Caldron, 
which thence grows: hot;- this is a fimilitude 
of a HeQick Feaver. But to explain an Epheme- 
ral Feayer, imagine a pair of bellows fo artifici- 
ally made, that water may be conrained inthem. 
Let theſe be put to the fire that hot air-may be 
drawn into them, whereby both the water and 
Bellowes are made hot ; this is an example of an 
Ephemeral or Diary Feaver, in which from the 
ſpirics tbe reft of che body grows hot, 

Qthers explain theſe differences thus, In a 
bath there be walls, water and air; now ſup- 


poſe the walls hot, and cold water and air 


pour'd -in between them, this will be an exam- 
ple of a He&ick, But if hot water be pour'd 
in to. the walls, and air cold, then of a putrid 
Feaver. And laſtly, if the walls and water 
being cold, hot air comes upon them, then an 
Ephemeral Feaver is. repreſented. . But theſe 
are but {imilies, which therefore may illuſtrate 
the thing, but do not abſolutely in all points 
agree with it, | - BIRD 
Hence it appears, That the Feaveriſh heat 
begins elſewhere from another , and being 
kindled ſets the reſt in a flame, the hear paſſes 
moſt eaſily from the humours into the ſpirits, 
but 
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but the humours are not ſo readily enkindled 
from the ſpirirs. And ſo the folid parts ſoon- 
- er impart heat tothe tiumours and ſpirits, than 
they do receive it from them, For by how 
much the ſubſtance is more thin and hot, fo 
much the more eaſily ir receives alteration 
and hear. | | | 

But beſides this, there is yet another diffe- 
rence of Feayers, not to be omitted : for Fea- 
vers are either primary, or ſecondary, called 
alſo Sympromatick. A primary Feaver is that 
which follows or is occaſioned by no other 
diſeaſe, but depends from its proper Cauſe. 
The ſecondary ' is that which arifes from the 
inflammation of ſome part, as happens in the 
Pleurifie, Quinſie, Frenzy, Inflammation-of the 
Liver, &c. |

His is the ſhorteſt, moſt. ſimple, and eafily 
Curable of all Feavers. For proceeding 
only from the ſpirits being incens'd, and conſe- 
quently ſubſiſting in a thin, moveable matter, 
and eaſie to be difperſed, it ſeldom: continues, 
bur is uſually Terminated in one daies ſpace, 
as the names igiwp®@- in Greek, and Dia- 
714 in Latine, intimate. In reſpeR of its effence, 
it may be thus defined : A Feaver ariſing from 
2 burning of the vital ſpirits and depending 
thereupan, continuing for the ſpace of one day, 
For though the animal and natural fpirits 
may wax hot, yet no Feaver happens before the 
vital ſpirits are over-heated. 

Hence it appears, that the next and contain- 
ing Cauſe of this Diary Feaver, is a heat of 
ſpirits enkindled in the heart, whence 'tis com- 
municated to the whole body, bur differs from 
a putrid Feaver, in that 'tis without any putre- 
fation, and from a HeRick, becauſe the hear 
hereby ſo communicated to the ſolid parts is 
not yet habitual, bur muſt be continually fed 
by that heat of the ſpirirs ; which being extinR, 
the diſeaſe ir ſelf yaniſhes. Now the Cauſes of 
ſuch inflammation of. the ſpirits may be from 
extraordinary paſſions 'of the mind, too great 
motions of the body, ſorrow, fear, hunger, 
: ; thirſt, 
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thirſt, drunkenneſs, and crudities in Cholerick: 
bodies, with many others.

For the Cure, the Ancients limit it to Dier, 
and Bathing : for the firſt, ler your viRuals 
be cooling, moiſtening, of light ConcoRion 
and good juice, as Cream of Barley , Goats 
fleſh, alter'd as occaſion ſerves with Lertice, 
Sorrel, Buglols, &c.

Ancients ſeetn to have ' paſſed by what isnieceſ- 
ſary to aclear underſtanding of them, and tte 


Modern Phyſicians have involved them with 
ſo many doubtful Controverfies which it is 2 
very bard matter to unravel, «FM 

| For thou h. it be agreed that the heart is af- 
fe&ed with a preternatural heat from the hy- 
mours, yet what the Cauſe ſhould be of that 
heat in the humours, is ſtill diſputable. | 

But that the humours may naturally putrifie, 
ſince they conſiſt of mixture, is evident, and 
that there may be ſufficient Cauſes of ſuch 
' putrefaRion, As putrid air, corrupt food, & 4, 
is no leſs plain; and the ſame does likewiſe 
appear by what is brought away from Patients 
in Feavers, both in the blood and excremheris, 
Now Ariſtotle defines putrefaQion to be, the 
corruption of the proper and natural heat in 
ſome moiſt things from the external heat of 
ſomething encompaſling it. The nature of it 
conſiſting in the ſeparation of the moiſt from 
thedry : For the natdral hear being augmen- 
ted by the ambient hear, loſes its due propor- 
tion, 
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tion, -and for that C:uſe evapornes and-leaves ' 


the mixt body : ſo that the manner of. putre- 
faQion is. thus, An external. or: forraign hot- 
neſs hears a- mixt body, and thereby looſens 
and opens it ;- hereupon the internal heat of

Whilſt thus the natural heat goes out, that 
which- is. naturally moiſt evaporates with it ,;'

Since ſcarce any Feaver ( or Ague) is Cured $weating. 


or goes away without ſweating, the Phyſician 
ſhould imicate Nature, by preſcribing Sudori- 
fick: medicamencs , with which the 1mmediate 
Cauſe of the diſeaſe may be taken away, 
Now - theſe medicines muſt be Tuch, as by 
rendring the humours thin and liquid, thruſt 
them forth to the outward parts of the body, 
- ſuch as Pouder of Carduu Benediltns, Fumi- 
tory, Scabiow, Tormentil, Bugloſs, leſſer Cen- 
raury, Zedoary, ſalt of Wormwood, Treacle, and 
eMithridate, The Ancients were wont when 
the patients: were. very dry, to give them cold 
. water plentifully ro drink, which unleſs itwere 

caſt forth by vomit or fool, would provoke 
them*ro ſweat very much, if they were but well 
covered with. bed-cloaths. Bur this is alwaies 
to be. obſerved in Sudorificks, that enough of 
them be adminiſtred, not 'only to agitate, but 
clear | expel the morbifick matter out. of the 
Body. For unleſs the fick after taking them 
, ſwear well, for the moſt part afterwards he 
ſuffers more violently from the Feaver, ſotbat 
it is beſt ro repeat chem often, For one ſweat 
cannot alwaies draw-it all away : And as for 
the time, they are moſt properly uſed either a 
litle before the Paroxyſm or fir, or towards 
the end of it.

But one thing we think fit here to add, of 
which —"_ Ferrerixs, in his Caſtigations 
of PraRtcal Phyſick, C. 14. admonithes, which 
ſeems conſiderable, eſpecially in theſe Synochal 
Feayers, He blames Phyſicians who in con- 
tinual Feavers, alwaies think obſtruRions of the 
Liver and Spleen to be the Cauſe of the purre- 
faction, and negle& the obſtructions of the 
Skin, andthe ftoppage of the pores, which in- 
deed cauſes the putrefaRtion by hindring Tran- 
ſpiration, and therefore leave Oxymel, that eaft- 
Iy procured medicine of Hippocrates and Ga- 
len, and the Juleps of the Arabians , And pre- 
pare only the Apozemes of the Moderns, to 
open obſtructions of the Bowels. And fo do 
nothing all the whife to the. purpoſe. Since 


the true Cauſe of the putrefaRtion. is the reten- 
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tion of fyliginous excremems inthe body, ei. 
ther becapſe the inſenſible paſſages thereofare 
made thick by ſomeexternal Cauſe, or obftru- 
Red by a groſs and ſlow. humour from within, 
Which af the opening Decoftions now in 
uſe cannot remedy ; becauſe they are peculiar- 
ly dedicated tro the bowels and paſſages of 
urine, but never penetrate fo far as the'skin, 
or at beſt a& leſs powerfully, than the nature 
of ſo remote an obftruQion requires, Where. 
as Oxymel ( that is Honey, Vinegar and water 
boiled together ) or XMulſa, (thar is Wine and 
Honey ſodden together ) as well by their 
evident quality, as by that familiarity of nature 
which they have withthe ſubſtance of our bo- 
dy, are carricd to 'the furtheſt particles. But 
*ris to be feared, the unpleaſanineſs of their 
Decoctions molefts nature, and hinders their 
diſtriburion. For ungrateful medicines dejeR 
the appetite, and ſpoil the ſtomach, and ſcarce 
1mpart their vertues fully when they receivea 
_ repulſe: from narure, for that trouble they give 
her. The Ancients ated more diſcreetly, 
who out of a multitnde of remedies, ſeleQed 
and brought into uſe a few, which by their 
fwecetnels might allure nature, and infinvare 
their vertues further by delight, Beſides he 
Conceives ſuch medicines now uſed to be given 
unſeaſonably in the beginning, or increaſe.of 
Feavers, ſince they provoke urine, and ſo are 
nat convenient till the matter is ripened, and 
the diſeaſe declines. And that they . do very 
1mpertinently t@ prepare, with ſo much _ 
an

and coſt, an, ungrateful .medicine, of yocer;ain 


, effet , when, with eaſe;and hitle charge, cbey

thoſe chat are approved. by the; Anci- 
ents, / wich, the. greacet, ſecurity, and no.ſnast] 
delight. . And therefore,,in, oarring, ſuch De. 
coCtions in continual; Feavers, . he adyiſes us 
rothe uſeof Oxymel, or .dul/{s( befoxe men- 
tioned ) which make yhio,. and rub off the thick 
heavy. juices-that obſtruR the skin ; For Oxy- 


- mel reliſts putrefaRion, attenuates, is abſter- 


ſive, penetrates to the. very kin, and does 
not increaſe the Feavex. And Mulſe may be al- 
lowed them in whom it does not readily turn 
ro Choler, and by taking away. part of the 
vinegar, and increaſing the proportion of Ho- 
ney, it may wholſomly be prepared, thar it 
ſhall neither corrode the bowels, raiſe any 
Cough, nor offend the nervous parts, Ifto 
Oxymel, - you add Mulfe,” it: will be milder, 
and then put in Sugar and it will be delicate, 
For the Melancholy, and women, whoſe womb 
is apt to be offended with Honey and vinegar, 
ou may uſe Mulſe, and to prevent its breed- 
ing Choler, dilute ic well with Succory, or 
Endive water, or inſtead of Honey, boil water 
and Sugar together. For that is of a cleanſing 
nature, between the other Two, and you may 
mitigare irs ſweetneſs wich a drop or two of 
vinegar. 

In this place Authors are wont to mention 
the C.4uſus or burning Feaver, which is indeed 
no different kind of Feaver, but ſignifies a mode 
or quality of febrile heat, being ſuch whercin

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there is a moſt burning heat, joined with an unz 

quenchiable- thirſt ; arifing from”! a bilious'or 
-bolerick humour, ptitreſying within the vef- 
ſels, and ſending a continual heat 'to'the heart, 
Tr [eizes moſtly upon roſe that are hot and 
dry, as young men, and of perfe&t age, bur 
rarely on elderly perſons. Asfor its Cure, fince 
tis no diſtin& Species of a Feaver, :you are to 
uſe rhe ſame remedies (or of like nature, though

Of continual Feavers in particular. © 


T is'to be noted' that the Ancients make a 
, Þ difference of continual Feavers. The firſt 
_ealled continent- continual Feavers, indure con- 
- tinually, nor only without any intermiſlion, or 
abſolute -cezfing,' but'alfo without any intention 
or remiſſion at any ſet times, and of theſe we 
have ſpoken, as Synocha, Canſus, &c. The other 
fort are continual Feavers too, ſpecially ſo cal- 
; ted, and endure during all the diſeaſe withour 
ceaſing ; but at certain intervals, and periods 
of time, they are much more ſharp than at 
other rimes, whence ſome call them-Periodi- 
cal or proportionate Feavers, becauſe theſe cx- 
traordinary ſharp fits hold ſome proportion 
with the periods of an intermittent Feaver ( or 
Ague, ) | 
Theſe Feavers agree with the' former, in 
- that vapours from the: purrid humours are 
continually communicated to the heart, and 
heat the ſame preternaturally. Bur in this they 
differ, That here thoſe vapours are not con- 
tinually carried to the heart with the ſame and 
alike foree, or violence, but -now are communi- 
cated in a greater, and another time in a leſſer 
quantuy. * wy 
The matter which is the Cauſe of theſe con- 
tinualFeavers, proceeds from an —— 
ks aC0- 
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. Of Feavern 
Cacochymical humour , generated in the ſe. 
cond-ConeoRion, which 1s made in the Spleen 
and Liver, and ſo is mingled with the' perfe&t 
Alimentary blood in the veins, that putrifying 
becomes like Wine, or Beer, ſet a working ; 
and the reaſon why the putrid'vapours are nar 
alwaies equally carried to'the heart, is cither, 
becauſe the veſſels in which the bloed is ſo pu- 
trified -are more remote, and in che. paſſages 
by ſeveral-rurnings deat or new matter 
generated-in the paris, of the ſecond ConcoQi. 
on, obſerving ſet times, is communicated at 
pe periods, ſometimes more, ſometimes 
leſs. h 

. - The ſigns of this: ſort. of Feavers, are, that 
at  eertain intervals, viz, every day, every 
other day, orevery fourth day, they are more 
ſharp ard. violent, and afterwards remit, and 
for ſome time become more gentle, but no cold 
——_ precedes. the fit, nor does ſweating

The Feaver that is ſo augmented every ather 
day, is called a continual Terts 4x, being a pu- | 
erid Feaver, the cauſe whereof is excrementitious 
Choler, pmriſying in-the Yenes Cava, which 
may ariſe from a hot and drie intemperature of 
the Liver, or the whole body, youthfal age, hot 
and dry food, faſting,or too ſpare a diet, vio- 
lent exerciſe, exceſlive heat of the weather, and 
the like... | 

For the- Cure, it chiefly requires things cool 
and-moiſtning, and evacuation of the bumour of- 
fcnding, and that ſometimes by breathing of a 
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yeinif the patients ſtrength will bear it. For 
the' Cauſe of 'this diſtemper lying in the'Bran- 
ches of the Vena Ceva, a grear part of the 
peccant Cholerick humour mixt with the blood 
will thereby be carried off, and nature will 
more eaſily overcome ang concott the: reft. 
The rather, for that nature alwaies detains the 


better part of the blood abounthe heart, and 


nobler inward parts, bur by her expulſive 
'virtue thruſts out the depraved humours, and 


thoſe that trouble her. to the more remote and 


outward veins. | 
As for medicines, they either reſpet the 
Cauſe, or the Diſeaſe, The diſeaſe requires 


altering things. The Cauſe, things that both 


alter, prepare, and evacuate. And firſt of all, 
*iis highly neceſſary to ſet open natures back- 
door, and empty the principal paſſages, which 
muſt be done by medicaments cold, and moiſt, 
and endued with an- abſterſive quality, Such as

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CHAP. VII. 


Of Intermittent Feavers, or Agnes. 


Itherto we have diſcourſed of Continual 

' A Feavers, though of ſeveral ſorts , we pro- 
ceed now to thoſe that are Intermitting. So. 
called becauſe at certain times they ceaſe, and 
appear wholly well, which times the oY 
call the eFparexy, and we in Fxgliſb, our wel 
dajes, For theſe intermitting Feavers are the 
ſame which we call Agues. | 

Naw the reaſon of ſuch intermiſſion is, be- 
cauſe the putrid vapours, are not commually - 
ſent to; the beart, for. being expelled in the 
Paroxyſm or Fir, there is not enough to ſup- 
ply the continual burning. But why there is 
not, wheiher the matter be the Cauſe of it or 
che place, or both, Authours do. not agree. 

Not to ſpend time in repeating their 
wranglings, we ſhall endeavourto ſet down the 
rruth. 

1. Note the difierence between Synochal, 
Conmtinual and Intermi:tent Feavers. In the 
firſt, the humours that cauſe ir are all in the 
veins, and by their putrefa&ion and concoQi- 
on, he whole period of the Feaver is abſol- 
yed. In Intermitting Feavers, at every fit the 
matter that cauſes it is conſumed, or caſt off, 
and after new matter is generated, which pu- 
erifying begets a new fir, and ſo on from time 
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Of Feavers. 
totime. - But: in contifual Periodical Feaversn: 


there is partly ſomething: remaining from the 


beginning of the Feaver which continually pu- 
rrifying makes it continual, and: partly fome- 
thing new, at ſeveral times ſprings up; which: 
is the reaſon' of irs encreaſe, at thoſe certain 
times. : | F 
2, Inthefe Intermitting Feavers, there muſt 
be eſpecially .confidered, 1. The place which 
ſupplies or breeds the firſt matter of the Feaver, 
and which is its focxs or root, which. we con- 
clude to be the Meſeraick, veins, Yet though 
the vapours ariſing from the putrefaftion of 
che humours there, by the paſſages of the. Ye+ 
14 Cava, leading: tothe branches of the Arce- 
ry, are communicated- to-the hearr, 'and hear, 
yer not conſtantly, but at certain periods, 
which happens not becauſe of the diftance of 
the place, but becauſe the Febrifick matter:, 
when &« begins to grow bot, and ſtir up'nzture 
is diſcuſſed and by ſweats. 'reſolved, or. cat 
out of the body by vomits ; - and fo the Feave- 
riſh heat ceaſes till new matter is not only 
generated, but likewiſe begins to putrefie, and 
ſend putrid vapours afreſh 'tro the hearr. 
2. The place in which in the very fic, the ſaid

This now is the cauſe of the fits, - and re- . 
courſe of theſe intermittent Feavers ; but why 
they return at ſuch ſet times, ſo that in ſome, 
the new fit comes every day, in ſome, every 
other day, and in ſome, not til} the fourth day 
we are yet to enquire. Though in ſo abſtruſe 
a queſtion, I ſcarce dare hope to ſatisfie my 
ſelt, much leſs all others.

Now as there 
are ſeveral kinds of Ferments, ſo the things 
that partake of them may by their own nature 
begin to heat ſooner or flower, and finiſh 
their.

Ofthis new Wine affords us an example that 
begins - to ferment the ſooner as the Grapes 
are riper ; and foin the Liquors of other froits 
as they are more ſweet, or more acid, they 
work more quick or later ; which ſhews not 
a little, why the Cholerick humour putrefies 
and heats ſooner, . and the Melancholick-more 
ſlow. For. that happens according to the na-

And chat Third day Agues, and 
fuch redious Feavers are caught , and end 
2bout the Solftices, and Equinoctials, and ſel- 
dom (though never fo much diligence | be 
ufed ) can be Cured before thoſe Terms, and 
that ſcarce any Quartar begins after the win« 
ter Solftice, but abour the Autumnal «/fqui-

fuch acrimonious humours are vellicared, for 
they- being membranous and of exquiſite 
ſenſe , draw the reft of the parts of the bo- 
dy to turn Quakers with them by conſent, 
For the natural heat retreating to ſuccor 
thera: within, the outward parts become ex- 
tream cold, and by its motion, thin ſharp 
bumours and yapouts, that are in the remo- 
reft parts, being agitmed, twitch and - ſhake 
with a- firange violence all the femienr 
rts. 

As for the Cure of Agues in general, ſince 
ir appears that their original Cauſe lies in 
the - principal paſſages, it will be beft ro 
purge out the peccant humour betime before 
it infe& the reſt of the blood, and that either 
by a purge, or vomir, as you ſhall find moſt 
neceflary, by one of which alone many have 
been C ured, | 
- Bur if by fuch evacuations, the Feaver be not 
removed, you muft endeavour to take away 
the Cauſes of the return of the fits, To 
which purpoſe, two things muſt, be minded, 
1. That the il] difpoſition and weakneſs of 
the part that generates the humour, be remo- 
ved, And 2. That that infeRtion or bad Fer- 
ment left by the putrefation of the hymours 
be 
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be diſcuſt}, which is chiefly to be done with 
Sudorificks or ſweating-medicines.

Cor Ague drivers, ) As Pouder made of the 
ells ot Cockles , or Mether of pearl calcin'd- 
from one ſcruple to four, Pouder of River 
Crabs burnt, and eſpecially that called Crabs 
Eyes, with many other, no diſeaſe having 
more plenty of medicines than an Agne. And

A Tertian Intermitting (which we in Engliſh 
call an every other day Ague ) is a Feaver pro- 
ceeding from Choler, or an excrementitious 
humour ſo called. Sometimes like that natu- 
ral Choler which is gathered in the Gall, but 
ſometimes preternaturally green or ruſty, as 
we ſee thoſe that are troubled with ic ayoid 
by ſtool or vomit ; And therefore the remo- 
ter Cauſes of it are a hot anddry diſorder of 
* the body, eſpecially the Liver and ſtomach, 
hot drinks, violent exerciſe, & c. | 
Its Indications for Cure, as 'tis a- Feaver, - 
are things cool and moiſtning, As ijs Cauſe is 
Choler, it requires the ſame, together with 
fit evacuations to take it away, And firſt of all 
we mult endeavour to carry it off by ſtool or 
vomit before it taint the otber humours, For 
the firſt purpoſe, to prepare the paſſages, Cly-

CHAP. TI, 
' A Hiſtory of the Veneral Diſeaſe, 


BY concerning the original of this diſeaſe we 
(hal ſpesk more hereatter,wben we ſhal treat 
of its cauſes ; now let us enqunre inco its nature, 
which that it may ſucceed more happily, and that 
it may appeare , where lyes the controverſy, I 
wil fy proponnd its deſcription and hiſtory ont 
of creditable Authors which then lived,efpecially 
Kieron Fracaſtorins, and Anton, Benivenine, 
Wheto this diſeaſe was firſt made known, there 
roſe puſiles of divers kinds in the genital parts, 
ſometimes allo the bead, principally in the hairy 
part, ſometimes alſo the forzhead, neck, breaſt, 
dnpgs, armes, and other parts, and from thence 
didſpred over the whole body, in ſome indeed 
they were flat and low, but rough on their ſurface, 
when the ſcales were fallen off, of a color ſome- 
what ced, and the fleſh under them appeared cal- 
lons; in others they were like to warty, of 4 
toundfigure, which grew to the magnitude of an 
acorn cuppe whoſe figure alſo rhey reſembled,and | 
from theſe the lighter ſcales falling off did han | 
forth a more raddy fleſh, from which did flow | 
forth « virulent ichor and of a irong ſmel ; but 
ſome were taken with larger puſtles, which did 
not ſwel above the $kin, which bad thicker (cales, 
- from #hich alſo did flow a moreplentiful virulent ,

watter, and the (cales being caft, the fleſh ap- 

peared mare dark and ſomewhat livid. Some hav= 

ing white ſcales taken off, there remained fome- 

what like unto a $kar, from which blood ſome- 

times flowing, did ſhew the difficulty of the cure, 
and it repreſented the likeneſs of a dry ſcabb, a 
diſeaſe worſe than all the refi, For though it did 
corrode leſs, yet for ſpreading it was worſe than 
the reſt, and was diffuſed into divers places. Be- 
ſides thoſe external pufiles there did riſe others 
in internal places, a8 in the mouth, jawes, noſe, 
and the obſcene putts, which turned to malignant 
and creeping ulcers which eat away the parts un- 
der them, and in ſome eat up the Noſe, in others 
the lipps, in others conſumed the Uvula, and per- 
forated the palate, which cauſed their voice tobe 
hoacſe ; neither did this evil ſpare the bones, but 
cauſed rottenneſs in them, whence ſome had their 
$kul, others other bones full of holes. Neither 
did thoſe puſiles and figns of the diſeaſe appear 
only in the external parts obvious to the eye, dur 
it was obſerved in ſome, that thoſe puſtules & fil - 
thy ulcers had pofleſt their very bowels, They 
that had this evil about their upper paits, had vis 
tious diftil[ations, which did ſometimes eat thei, 
palate, ſometimes the jaws and toufills, 15 ſome 
their noſe, and in others their Eyes. Farther- 
more for the moſt part certain gummoſities grew 
on their limbs in great deformity. For often- 
times they were prominent the bigneſs of an egg, 
oftentimes the ſize of a Loafe, which being open- 
ed, there appeared a white mucilaginous mucous: 
that tenacious callus bappened moſt of all in the 
B 4 Aim;

Artns and Thighs, in ſome it was exulcerated, 
ſometimes it continued whole until their death, 
There came alſo cruel pains with exceeding tor- 
ment, which were exaſperated towards night: but 
thoſe pains did ſheiy themielves about that part 
of the bones where is no fleſh in the Legs (houl- 
der- blade, about the collar-bone,in the ſhoulders, 
head, abont the forehead and temples, ſometimes 
alſo in the breaſt bone, bat not in the very joints, 
| bar about the muſcles and nerves, In which caſe 
notwithſtanding there was great variety. For 
- ſome bad pains withour puſiles, ſome puſtles 
withour pain, the greateſt part was affeQed with 
both,and truly thoſe pains ſometimes went before 
the puſtles, ſometimes followed, and ſometimes 
roſe rogetber with them : in the interim all parts 
Janguiſhed, the body pined away, the appetite 
was dejeRed, watchings, ſadneſs, and continul 
anger, and defire of repoſe poſſelt them , ſome- 
times a ſmall Feavor accompanied them, bur ſel- 
dome : their blood, if a Vein were opened, was 
mucons, and corrupt, their urine thick, fat, and 
femewhat red without a Feavor, they went bardly 
td ſool,and the excrements were mucous and dry, 
The ſhedding of the Hair is frequent in this Di- 
ſeaſe, eſpecially in the Head, abou the Temples, 
and the hinder part,alſoof the eybrows, and of the 
Beard in men, oftentimes alſo Buboes break forth 
11 the groin, therefore called Veneral andG1llical, 
which ſometimes vaniſh again, ſome:imes grow

and clefts in the bands and feet, & the thick Skin 
io the palme ofthe hands departs from the kin 
uoder it; ſometimes ajſo the nails fall off: At laft 
there happens ſometimes , that in mena virnlent 
matter flows through their yard,in womenthrough 
their privities, which flux of virulent matter is 
commonly called the Gallical or virulent running 
of the reins, althouzh indeed it is not ſeed, by 
which flux of the yard, the inward paſſage is exul- 
cerated, and certain caruncles do grow in the y- 
rinary paſſage, whence they pifle hot, and there 
is cauſed a dropping of the urine with pain. And 
this was the face of that diſeaſe at its firſt riſe, 
which as Hieron Fracaſtoring relates, fince that 
time ſeems to be altered. For almoſt twenty 
yeares after its original there began to appear 
fewer puſiles, hut more gumoſeties, and the pu» 
files became dryer;and the paines more cruel, Six 
yeares after again there was another change, for 
now there were very few puſtles ſeen, and almoſt 


no pains, or much gentler, but many gumoſeties, - 


and which ſeemed wenderful in 3ll, the ſhedding 
of the haire made men almoſt ridiculous,ſome ap- 


pearivg without beard, ſome without hair on theic 


eyebrowes, others with bald pates, from which 
change Frecaſtorime had good hopes, and did 
thick that the old age of this diſerſe was now en- 
tring, and that ere long it would come to paſs, 
that it could not propagate it ſelf by contagion, 
becauſe the matter grew dayly thicker, io which 
both fewer, and weaker ſeminaries are produced : 
but his hopes did mnch deceive him,and this diſs 
eaſe laſt even in theſe times, nay as ſome thivk,

pid, there was [o great © multitude of evils, that 
they were forced to fly to occult qualities and a 
venenate cauſe, ſoalſo, there being ſo great a 
filth of diſeaſes and ſymptomes in the Venerous 
Diſesſe, that the original of them all cannot be 
refer'd roany manifeſt quality, here alſo we fly to 
a maligngor and occult quality, 

But although theſe things be thug, yer Authors 
differ Rill of this, whether that malignity conſiſt #ht it is. 
only in the cauſe, or whether there be alſo ſome 
malignant Diſeaſe preſeat. Capivaccins,de-Horb. Cavivaccins 
Gals Caps I, thinks this affect pot to be the Diſ- opinion, 
eaſe, but the cauſe, while be defines the Veneral 
Diſeaſe, that it is an excrement wholly preternas 
tural, able ro hurt man many waies, produced out 
of bumane ſubſtance by its like. : 

Thus alſo Hercnles Saxonis, de ine V encr. = cules 5 
Cap, I, Writes, that the Veneral Diſcaſe is the __ 
Cauſe, not the diſeaſe nor the Symptome, theres 
fore,becauſe it can exiſt out of mans body in Lin- 
nen, or other ſuch kind of vertues, betide in the 
ſweat, Seed, and Blood, being ſeperated from the 
body , but within mans Body it infes and poſ- 
ſeſſes alſo thoſe parts which are not living, and are 
not ſubjeR to Diſeaſes, viz. the humors and ſpi-

the Veneral virulency and the aRion hurt he 
thinks there falls no medium, bat that of it ſelf by 
itsown ftrength doth primarily and immediately 
vitiate and hurt the qperations , but that the Ve- 
neral virulency doth of it ſelf and primarily hurt 
the operations, he thinks this is confeſt amongſt 
Phyfitians, and therefore deems it to be preſup- 
poſed, and unleſs this virulency did of it ſelf and 
primarily bart the operations, ſo many Phyſitians 
wou'J not have labored in ſearching out-its nature 
He proves it is no Symptome, Cap. I8.becauſe 
it 18 no ation hurt, nor quality changed,ncr ex- 
crement altered. That it 1s no ation hart, he 
proves by this, becauſe the veneral virulency it 
ſelf is that which burts the aRions ; neither is it 
any quality changed, becauſe the qualities chan- 
ved do follow the aRions hurt, and befides ſo ma» 
ny diſeaſes are ſeen in this virulency which are 
not Symptomes, But Aurelius Minadous him- 
ſelf, when he had rejeRed all the opinions & de - 
finitions of others, ar length he fits himſelf to 
make a perfet definition and to explain the na- 
ture of this evil, But firſt of all Chap, 16, he 
preſuppoſes this as the ground of his opinion, viz. 
that the French Diſeaſe ought not to be aefined 
by a quality, but rather by thename of a body, for 
this reaſon, becauſe ir paſſeth from ane body to a- 
nother, which is the propriety of bodies not of 
| [OE culities,

qualities, and becauſe it toucheth other bodies, 
tor none but bodies can torch, and be toucht a- 
gain, 49 Lucreting bath it, Againy if it were 2 
quality, it were either manifeſt, or occult, no Ma» 
rifeſt one, as he proves rightly by many Argu- 
ments ; but that it isno occult quality he brings 
no ſpecial Argument, but repeats the ' general 
one, becaufe 'tis moved from place to place, and 
toucheth bodies. | 

This freſuppoſed, afterwards Chap. 30. he af- 
fGirmes the Veneral virulency to be ſomewhat cor- 
poreal internal, and truly a ſpirit ot a- vapor, for 
this reaſon, becauſe *tis carried, cemmunicated, 
and participated in a very ſhoit fpace of time. Yet 
he bolds it to be ſach a vapor which is endewed 
with an occult quality and vertue from its whole 
ſubſtance, or the whole Tmnode of its nature, by 
reaſon of which quality it cannot only infe& any 


humors of che body,but alſo all parts of the bodv, 


and corrapt them & tarn them to its own likeneſs 
but that this evil confiſtsin a ſpiritual ſubſtance, 
be further proves, becauſe ſome are infeted not 
only by the a of Venery, bur alſo by a Kiſs, or 
= uſe of garments : next of all, becauſe ſome 

ave feltno other hurt from this evil, than only 
the falling of their hair, becauſe the roots of the 
bairs were gnamwed off by the accid vapors, Third- 
ly, becauſe ſome only by vehement exerciſe have 
diſcuſſed this virolency, Yet he denies that va- 
por or (ſpirit to be properly an excrement, Chap. 
29, when as that is properly an excrement, which 
redoupds from nouriſhment, & which is caſt off 
from another ; although be grants there that is 
commonly

commonly called «nd excrement, whatfoever is 
ſuperfluons in the body, whether it be a ſpirit, or 
humor , or ſome other ſolid body, whether it be 
uſual , or unuſual , whether according. to nature 
or preternatural ; furthermore he holds thig vapor 
to be wandring, thin and viſcid. Chap. 2t, and 
to be raiſed from a ſpiritzous, humorous, ſolid 
ſubſtance ; but be proves Chap. 22, by many 
Arguments that this vapor is contrary and preter- 
natural by its whole ſubſtance, of which we ſhall 
hereafter ; and atlaſt Chap. 27.' bedefines 
the Veneral virulency , that it is a vapor by its 
whol= ſabftapce inimicious to the natural faculty 
working by degrees. And that he might unfold 
his mind more clearly, and not leave the Reader 
donbeful , to what kind of tbings preternatural 
this virulency ought to be referred, when as he 
had ſaid hefore , that it was neither the Diſeaſe, 
nor the cauſe, nor the Symptome, yet it primarily 
burt the aRions ; at length Chap, 28, he holds 
that *cis an external error, and he endeavours to 
prove it by this Sylogiſm , whatſoever doth pri- 
marily hurt the operation , and is not of the cons 
Ritution of the body , is an external error , but 
the Veneral virulency doth primarily hurt the 
operation , and is notof the conſtitution of the 
body, therefore 'tis an external error, 
Some that they may briefly quit themſelves, 
and hold with ail men , ſay that this diſeaſe 19 4 
heap of all evils, Diſeaſes and ſymptomes.

do firſt grow hot by the feaveriſh heat, yer after- 
wards the living parts are ſeized on by the ſame 
diftemper, ſo though the hamors in the veneral 
diſeaſe are firſt infeRed by that occult malignity, 
yet there isnocauſe why the ſame fault may not 
be communicated fo the living parts. 

But though ſome do acknowledg that this canſe 
cannot be idle, yet whenas they know nothing 
beyond the manifeſt and firſt qualities, they en- 
deavour to reduce alſo the effe&s of the veneral 
virulency to manifeſt cauſes. Jobs Boptiſfs 
Montanrm as was (aid even now, thinks tbe eſ- 
ſence of this evil conifts in a hot and dry diftem«, 
per, but the cure tells otherwiſe, whemas *tis cu- 
red by hot and dry Medicines, as by the DeeoQ- 
10n of Guajacum and the fike ; beſides, becauſe 
there is a grext putrefaRion in the Humors, which 
doth not proceed from a hot and dry diſtemper, 

Nicolaus Maſſa de Mirb, Galli. Cape 5. 
ſaith, itis a caldneſs of the liver, declining to 
little drineſs with 8n occult quality's bur as con- 
cerning the occult quality he writes truly, but

pricci Medicinalidi MM. Ltonardo Fioravanti, eaſe, 
Lilri tre, wcites thns of the original of this diſ- 
eaſe,both amorgt the Indians,and in the French 
Army at Vapler, lib. 1, Cap. 26. When faith he 
there was War between the French and Spaniard 
at Naples, and there was great want of provificn, 
eſpecially of fleſh, thoſe evil imployed Merchants 
Who broug't ViRuals to the Camp, had p,ivately 
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prepared the Carkiffes of dead Souldiers into di- 
vers kinds of meats and diſhes,and ſold them eve» 
ry.where abut to the Army, which fleſh, whenas 
they had eat of it a long time 1gnorantly, moſt of 
them were taken with this diſeaſz, and became 
full of puſtles and pains, and many alſo bad their 
hair fall of ; and he writes, that he knowes the 
buſineſs was ſo, from one Paſchali; Gibi/ottns, 4 
Neapolitan, an old man, of ninety eight years of 
age, Who hath told him, That at that time when 
J»-bn the Son of Renata, Dike Andegavenjic, 
waged War agav ft A/pbonſu; King of Naples, 
about the year 1456. that he hath often heard 
from his Fother, who was ſuch a Merchant in the 
Army ot King A/pbonſus, that in want and (car- 
city of vital« the Souldiers on both fides by eat- 
ing of mans fleſh, which they fed on for a long 
time, contracted this Diſeaſe, And the ſame 
Floravanti adds, That he might be the more cer- 
tain of this bafineſs, he bred up a Sow in his bouſe, 
and added to all her meat ſomewhat of hogs fleſh, 
and that within few dayes her briſtles and hairs 
fell off,and ſhe became full ofpuſtles ; then, That 
he fed adog for two moneths paly with dogs fleſh, 
which afterwards became full of pains and puſtles, 
and loft his hair, From which experiments he 
concludes, That every living creature if itbe 
ncuridhe with the fleſh of its own ſpecies will be 
faken with this diſeaſe,which at this day is called 
the French, A 1d he thinks this is the very cauſe

For the effence of the 
Veneral diſeaſe doth not con{it in puſtles, and 
the failing of the hair, but in an occult malignity, 
by which alſo its alcers do differ from other ul- 
ceis, Yetitisecafiz for any one to make tryal, 
of that which Pioravanti experienced. And it 
the b1fineſs ſhould be confirmed by experience, 
that if an Animal nontifhe with the Fleſh of its 
kind,do contra this diſeaſe,thence a reaſon may 
berendred, why this diſeaſe is endemious to the 
people of /udia; to wit, becauſe its Inhabitants 
do feed on mens fleſh. Although here we meet 
with a doubt, for all the people of 1ndia are not 
men-eaters, and therefore we muſt enquire ont of 
the Hiſtories of the /ndies,whether th's diſeaſe be 
endemious amongſt the men-eaters only, or a- 
moneſt the other people of the [ndj:s alſo.

.and be wet with his Sweat ; then by the falch and 


Excrements, or that flowing from Ulcets, and 
ſticking on the Linnen, Bed or Shirt, and gar- 
ments, if any one lie in them, er put them on. 
The ſame Diſeaſe alſo may be communicated by 
ſlaveror ſpittle, ſo lovers are infeted with the 
Kiſſes of Whores ſick of this Diſeaſe, and Infants 
by thejr Nurſes; or if any one diunk out of a 
Cup, or ſup out of the ſpoon, which one fick of 
this Diſeaſe did ofe a little before, Beſides, In- 
fants may be infeRed another way; to wit,if they 
touch the Breafts of an impure Nurſe with their 
Tiouth,

they ſnck the infeRted- and corrupted: milk, of 
which I ſpake before , or becauſe the Breaſts and 
Nipples ofthe Nutſe are exulcerated, On the 
contrary, Nurſes may be infeRed from infeRed 
Infants,eſpecially if they be troubled with Malig- 
nant puliles,or ſome Ulcer inthe mouth ,: for the 
Nipples of their Breaſts-whiles they are ſuckt by 
the Infant, grow hot, and their pores are more 
opened, whereupon they eaſier receive in that

But no body is eafily infeed by the breath, as 
was ſaid before, 'and without danger we may be 
converſant in the ſame Chamber with thoſe that 
are infeed ; neither are thoſe Chirargeons and 


Phyfitians-which'cure the Veneral Diſeaſe, and. | 


daily converſe with the ſick, any way infeRed; 
and if this Diſeaſe were contagious by breathivg 
and at a diſtance, the whole World would ere 
ere now bave been French,and the diſeaſe would 
be more than Epidemious, as one writes, yetif 
any one ſleep in bed with one infe&ed, that he' 
doreceive his breath very neer,I will not promiſe 
him fiee from this evil , when as I know, Wives' 
that bave been infeQed by their Husbands fick of 
the Prifick, and afterwards diedof it, ' ©

turn and revive after thirty years patt, and for ſo- 


long ſpace the Fewel of the diſeaſe does he hid 
2s dormant ; and nevertheleſs they who think 
themſelves free from all' hart, and that they are 
perfeRly ſound, do corrupt thofe' with whota they 
lie, and beget an Tffne poſſeſt with that Diſeaſe. 
The ſame is witnefſed by Fobn Philippus Ingraſ< 
fs, And Herenlts Saxonia de IneV ener, cap. 
11, relates that be cared an Hfuftriflimo, who had 
knobs of the French Difeaſe came out upon him, 
five and twenty -years after he had taken the 
D-ſeafe. | 

Bar what parts this virulency doth principally 
affaulr, we ſaid formerly Authors did diſagree, 
where we treated of its ſabjedt.; many indeed do 
bold, That this virulency is chicfly an Adverſary 
tothe Membranes, becauſe the pains do moſt of 
all ariſe abont the Perio/tia, and external parts, 
where are many Membranes, in the Head, Legs, 
Arms, Breaſt-bone, and in them the' Perioftium 
being eaten off, are raiſed knobs. Bar not onely 
the Membranous parts are affeRed, but others 
alſo, as the Baboes, Tamors, Ulcers in divers 
parts, rottenneſs of the bones, falling of the bair. 
running of the Reins do teſtifie, And therefore 
we muſt enquire for a more common ſubjeR, 
which we ſaid above was the Liver, and the fimi- 
lar parts dedicated to nutrition, and that have.

9, 
That he hath obſerved a thouſand times, that ma- 
ny young men have” on the ſame day copulated 
with one &the ſarhe whore,and yet notwithfiand= 
ing one hath been taken with the running of the 
Reins, another with a Bubo, ahother with rot- 
renneſs, another with pain in the Head, anothies 
with falling of the hair, and another ith another 
different preternatural affe&, which doubtleſs 
happens, by reaſon of the varions indMþoſition of 
bodies, and weakneſs of parts, and variety of Hu- 
mors. For weak parts do niore eafily receive 
vitious Humors, than the tfong, And one body 
ie more clean, another more foul, and abounds 
with theſe, or thoſe Humors, which when they

Oat of which, ard eſpecially from the Diffe- 
rence of time, and the variety of Diſeaſes, and

I, 
cap. 4. The Firſt and lighteft degree 18, when 0n- 
Iy the hairg of the Head and beard do by.little and 
little fall off, withont any other hut of the body. 
The. Second degree is worſe, when the whole 
Skin is ſpread over with many ſpots not bunching 
out, and thoſe ſometimes. ſmall, like to a lenty 
ſpeck; ſometimes. much broader, ard both 
ſometimes red, ſometimes yellow, The Thure 
degree is gat more grievous; when not only ſpots 
batcrue puſtſes and bonches break forth, fuſt of 
al indeed about the forehead and Temples, and 
bebind the Ears; then every where in the Head, 
and atlength in the reſt of the body; The Fourth | 
degree is, when now the diſeaſe being, inveterate, 
1t a\ſaults and corrupts the ſolid parts, the bones, 
Ligameots, Membranes. and Nerves; In, which 
there ate colleted many thick, glutinous,, and 
maligne Excremente,. which when they reſt about 
the Tendons, or the Periefftis, and prick and pull 
the Membranes from the Bones, there re wort 
tobe canſed implacable. primes growing Worſe. tay 
wards the night, ficm which Excrements alſo. by | 
de2r1ecs do grow hard knobs, with far greater.tor- | 
ment 
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ment which are equally hard as the bones, 
Which if they be xt in the bones, they do ſo en- 
large and diſtend them, that the bones often- 
times become of a monſtrous bulk and figure : 
- Moreover that malignity and Acrimony doth by 
degrees cat away, and with rottenreſs conſumg 
the bones, and for the moſt part not tucting the 
Skin that lies over them : and Pa/maries Writes 
there, that he hath ſeen many in whom the Peri= 
cranium, and the Skul ondeg it, hath been found 
wholly eaten away with putrefation, and con- 
ſumed with rottenneſs as far as the dura mater , 
the Skin of the Hzad not being burt at all, with- 
out any Feaver, and without vomiting, of which 
one or two have been ſcen living without a Skul, 
Of which by and by ſhall be ſaid mare in the Di- 
agnoſtick and Prognoſtick figns.

Which thing doth cauſe, as was ſaid 
before, that many when they ſaw almoſt the ſame 
concourſe of ſigns, in that Epidemious diſeaſe, 
which Hippocrates propounds, the 3, Epid. they 
thought the Venera[Diſeaſe was deſcribed there, 
and others referred it to the Elephantiaſis,but the 


xeaſon why it is hard to define the cencourſe of 


figns in this Diſeaſe, is this, becauſe the Liver 
and nutritive faculty of the whole body is chiefly 
hurt, For when the heart os hrain 18 bart, their 
hurt aRions do eaſily appear, being ſuch as are 
ſimple, and reſtrained co few parts. But when 
as the Liver affords nouriſhment for the whole 
body, from thence if nouriſhment be hurt, do 
happen divers Diſeaſes and 'Symptomes ; for 
though the nutriment of the whote body be one, 
that 1s blood, yet almoſt an innumerable variety 
preſents it ſelt 1n every part, according to the va- 
riety of the parts, which are nouriſht, when as

But if any one born of ſound Parents, and non= 

riſht by the milk of a ſound Nurſe, yet have diſ- 
eaſes and ſoine Symptoms, which give ſuſpition 
of this Diſeaſe, we muſt diligently-enquire,whe= 
ther be hath bad' to do with infeRed perſgns , 
Which if he confeſs, the caſe is plain, and there 
need no further doubt of the ſpecies of the Diſ- 
eaſe ; bat if, as it often fals out, one to preſerve 
his Honor and reputation, deny that he bath acs 
ted any ſachihing, then we muſt enquire into the 


condition and contfe of the life paſt, of the 'byv< 


band grwife, if the party be married, For from 
theſe things ſometimes we have no [light conjecs 
tures of the infeAion, But if there be no groand' 
for ſuch a conjeRture, we mult further enquire, 
whether he hath Neptin the ſame bed with one 
infeed with that Diſeaſe, or hath. uſed his gar- 
ments, But if out ofall cheſe there cao be had 
no firm conje&ture of this Diſeaſe, the preſent

For as plants and trees when they 
are at full growth, are known by the vulgar, but 
to know them ar their firſt appeanavce, is rhe part 
only of an artiſt and good herbariſt, Soalſo this 
Diſeaſe, when it diſcovers it ſelf by diverſe Diſ- 
eaſes, and Symptomes, *tis known even by the 
vulgar, bat wheo it lirks in obſcurity, *ris not diſs 
covered but by experienced Phyfitians. |

euly if this evil be contrafted by Copulation, 
and hath' not yet plainly poſſeſt the Liver , but 
flicks yetio the privinies, then chiefly this Ve- 
neral Diſeaſe at its beginning , diſcovers it ſelf 
by the Running of the Reins , Ulcers in the 
Privities', and buboes , for when that Malig- 
hant vapor, is firſt of all communicated to tne 
Teſticles and geniral veſſels, the ſeed is cor- 
rupted , and the generation of ſeed is depraved 
in the genital veſſels; whence inſtead of good 
ſeed there is generated a ſtinking and corrupt 
Humor , which doth irritate Nature to expulſion. 
From whence alſo the Gononhza , altbough im- 
properly ſo called, is eafily diſtinguiſhed from 
that running of the Reins which is not French, 
becauſe this gallical is joyned with a great heat, 
and pain , ſometimes alſo with an Inflammation 
of the Tefticles, and Veſſels reſembling a va- 
rix , the matter which is caſt forth is far differegt 
from ſeed, viz. Yellow, green, Acid, cor- 
roding the glans z neither doth ic yeild to thoſe 
Remedies, with which a true Gonorrhza is cu- 
red. Next cf all there appear puſiules in the 
Privities about the bigneſs of a grain of Miller, 
and ſometimes they compaſs the wnole Ring, 
which when they are broken, there reman 
White Ulcers which in proceſs of the Diſeaſe 
grow deep and callous, of divers colours , and 
with pain Joyned with them, Thixdly, alſo Bus 
boes ſhow forth themſelves in this diſcaſe y tor 
though ſometimes the Baboes do preceed an 
Eryſipelas or a Roſe, yet then there went bes

For in unwholſome 
Copulation the ſeminal veflels are eafily firſt of 
all infe&ed , which when as they have their 
Otiginal from the Vena Cava not far from the 
Liver it ſelf , that virulency is eafily commini- 
cated to the Liver , which being affeRed drives 
it back ag2in by the ſame waies from it ſelf , from 
whence are cauſed both the Buboes , and the 
running of the Reins, - And thus thefe two Diſ- 
eaſes are for the moſt part complicated , and be- 
ing Joyned are a ſure 6gn of the veneral Diſeaſe, 
and one failing , the other is of force; bat if this 
evil be contrat-d without whoriſh Copulation, 
and if by kiffing , there are Ulcers raiſed about 
the mourh ,' if by giving ſuck to an infeCted in» 
fant, there are inflammatiovs about the breaſts, 
puſtules, and clefts, if from Garments and 
common lying together , there ate puſtales every 
where raiſed in the Skin,

eaſe after that manner, How the Buboes which 
are ſeen inthe beginning , and ſometimes in the- 
increaſe. of this diſeaſe , may be diftinguiſht 
from other buboes , was ſaid even naw ; the ve- 
peral puſtules are ſome of them cruſty, others 
without a cruſt , rhe cruſty are chiefly the figns of 
this diſeaſe, and ſometimes they are eminent, 
that in the head and forehead they reſemble the 
borns of a Ram, under which ſometimes is con= 
tained matter , . ſometimes none, and they ap- 
pexre in the face, head, beard, whole body, but 
eſpecially abour the privities and hips, And 
Fallopins writes that theſe kinds of Venernl tus 
mors, may be diſtingniſhed from thoſe which are 
not Veneral after this manner ; That the Vene- 
jal ifthey be rudbed and the skin taken off, three 
daies after they appear unchanged, but benign 
puſtles if they be rubbed, ace increaſed by the at=- 
traſtion of blood, and that good, and alimentary. 
$0 the tumors which are commonly called Gums 
mokiies, if they be joyned with a ſwelling, or do 
firmly adhear to the parts void of fleſh, and the

Contagion doth not only enrer by the external parts 
of rhe Privities, bur alſo chiefly by the internal, and 
runs through the Body, and that the infeaed Var g:s 
and ſpirirs do paſs through the internal porofities, 
and are admirred by the Veins ; and therefore'np 
man can promiſe, himſelf Healrch and Safery from 
waſbing, which only reaches ro the exrernal parts, 
nor from other Medicaments outwardly applyed, 
neicher can ſuch exrernal Medicaments rake away 
the pollution conceived within. The ſafeſt way - 
therefore ro avoid this Diſcaſe is ro abſtain from 
Whores, and to remember thar Whoremovupers and 
Adulterers the Lord will jadge, who yer is wonr al- 
ſoro puniſh them in this Life, wich that moſt filthy 
Diſcaſe. 

Yer Jul. Galmarins bath another way of preven- 
tion of this Diſeaſe,to wir, by internal Medicaments, 
aud he writes thar he bath found our an antidote or a 
Muller, by the uſe of which mens Bodies are rendred 
ſafe againſt this Diſeaſe, yer he enrears and conjures 
all Phyfirtians and Chirurgeons, that they do nor 
communicate and make known that Medicine in 
obedience to luſtful people, and that they make not 
themſelves foſterers of luſts, bur 'ro them only who 
muſt necefarily converſe wich thoſe that are ſuſpeR- 
ed - defiled.

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Hegnanr,chief —_—_ the Liver and nutritive fachl 
ty, therefore ir affords a kind of general indication, 
bur no ſpecial 'and profirable one can be had''from 
thence, and therefore only. experience, which hath 
found our Medicines working by an occulr quality; 
bath adminiftred profirable Medicines in this diſeaſe: 
and unleſs the Speniards had received from the Indians 
ſuch Medicamears, as Lignum Sanftum,Sarſaparilla; 
China Root ; and rhe boldnefs of Chirurgeons, and 
eſpecially 7acob Carpus, bad nor fallen upon the uſe 
of Mercury, either by chance or by argumentatioh, 
whiles they read that Avicen, Meſue, and Theoddricuy, 
made ufe of Quick-filyer 'in certain puſtles, and'a 
cruſty Scab, perhaps even to this day rhe true Reme- 
dies of this diſeaſe would lie hid, Bur though the 
Remedies of this diſeaſe, were not found our ſo much 
by Indication, as by Experience ; yet a Method in 
curing of it is nor wholly excluded, bur hath is 
place alſo, whenas *as neceſſary rhar thoſe Medica» 
ments found our by experience be rightly applied ; 
and befides alſo Tumors, and the like diſeaſes ſpring- 
ing from the corruption of Humors, have their Me- 
thod, by which they are cured. , 

Yer in this caſe we muſt have a care, that we do 
not look more on the manifeſt qualicies, and known 
diſeaſes, than on rhe occult Narure of rhe diſeaſe, in 
which bufinefs norwithſtanding many do fail, who 
are redious in curing of divers diftempers, prepari 
the Humors, and directing their cure to theſe or thoſe 
diſeaſes, "Whenas yer *s plain by Experience,that 
in a hor, and in adry diſtemper,and in an exuftion of 
the Humors, as rhey ſpeak, and in a Conſumprien ir 
ſelf, we do moſt happily uſe Pock-wood, and the like 
hot and dry things, and the malignity being over- 
come, the reſt do eafily vaniſh,

wihour the help oftheſe Remedies, no perfect Cure 
can be boped for by other Medicines, under, wha 
name ſoever. And this too is obſerved by many, 
Thar theſe kind of Medicaments though £ heir 
manifeſt qualities rhey ſeem re be adverſaries t04 
hor and dry diftemper, yer theſe bot and dry Medi 
caments have been uſed with moſt bappy ſucceſs by 
many who were endewed with a hor and dry diftem 
per of the Liver, nay of the whole Body, and jor 
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Remedies, c of the Veneral Diſeaſe, 


bad a lean babir of Body, nay wer2 almoſt plainly 
conſumprive z from which very thing appears, thar 
in this diſeaſe we ought rather to take care of the 
occule malignity , than .of the manifeſt diſtemper.

ANd firſt of all we will treat ofthe Indian wood, 74, Ind; 
as being that which challengeth the chief place ,,, , ow 
amoneft the Remedies of this diſeaſe. For whenas ; 
this diſcaſe is reported ro be endemiougyn the Indies, 
the chief Remedy is alſo fercht from rttence, which 
they call the Indian wood ; burthis fort of wood, 
as appears by Conſalvus Oviedus a Noble Spaniards 
who writes. of things in the Indies, .is two-fold ; the 
one which is commonly known, called Guajacum ;

rhough by many theſe rwo woods are taken for one The Holy 
and the ſame, yer the forementioned Author doth #002. 
diſtinguifh them both by their marks and places, 
concerning which, ſee Fallopins de morb. Gal. cap. 39.

come the French diſeaſe, (though it be reporred thar 
the Holy wood be of greater force againſt articular 
diſeaſes, and others, and the Holy wood is now a 
days ſeldom brought oyer to ys ) we ſball onely 
ſpeak of Guajacum, x 

Amongſt other new Iſlands found out in former 
Ages, there is ane alſo, which the Spaniards the diſe 
coverers have called by the name of Hi/paniola : 
whenas ahe Veneral diſeaſe was reported ro be inde-= 
mious there, and the decoction of a certain wood 
is eſteemed thers the ,onely Remedy of thar diſeaſe, 
which at this day is called Guajacum, and by the 

obabirants is pronounced with gaping Huajacum.

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found the ſame decoction to be belpfa), did aſt; 
wards diſcover its Yerrye to ethers. The Tree is 
reported to he leaved like Aſh, the colour of the 
wood within is blackiſh, the wood ir ſelf is heavy 
and ponderous, it flomes nor in water,bur ſinks ;' *ts 
full of Rozin, and while it burns, it ſends forth no 
inprareful ſcent ; its raft is fomewhar bitter, with a 
light acrimony, pricking the Tongue.

Opinion, That

whenas by how much the Fefſer "tis in years, by ſq

Bur indeed whenas there js a two-fold humor in 
Jioing rhings, the one primopenious, tbe ſubject of 
innare hear, or the implanted ſpirit, gpr ro rake fire; 
the other alimentary, more watriſh,and leſs apt to be 
ſer on fire. . 
' The Venwes of this wood, 25 alſo of other Plants, 
are not ro be judged from the alimenzary and more 
warriſh humor, bux from rhax implanted hear, and 
primogenious humidity ;3 which whenag in its ten» 
or age, both in Infants, and in Plants, 'ris overs 
whelmed and obſcured by much moiſture, many 
actions in that age are infirm and weak, which after» 
wards that moiſture being ſomewhat waſted, and the 
hear become more vigorous, in progreſs of time they 
become more ſtrong ; and this hear the chief Inſtru-. 
ment of all aGions js wont to conliſt unchanged till 
It comes to its full age, and heighth. And therefore 
though the ſame innate heat and radical moiſture be 
19cs hp in Guajacum, on which irs Verrues do de- 
pend, yer becauſe in the young and render wood, 
that yertue is as it wer2 oyer-whelmed,and refireins | 
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Of the Indian Weed, and Gudjacum: 


by the abundance of mojſture ; that wood which is 
the younger is leſs efficacious,than that which is now 
of a full confirmed growth. And therefore for the 
Cure of this Diſeaſe, we muſt not chyſe that wood 
which is yellowiſh; or thar is of a Box colour, orthat 
which is cur of a Tree not full grown, or from the 
Boughs, as being leſs efficacious ; bur rather thax 
which is ſomewhar black, becauſe that is more Ro» 
ziny, and abounds with thar fat and balſomy ſyb- 
ſtance, in which doth chiefly refide that verrue oppo- 
fite ro Veneral Virulency. 


It is good therefore to know the age of this wood, How the 
that we may chooſe the myſt effeRual, For rhat in- age of ehis 
deed which hatb the inward part black, and is long wood is to 
wayes divided with clefts as it were with certain be diſcern- 


lines of 4 duskiſh coloyr , garbered into blackiſh eq, 
rounds, that is efficacious, bur yer ?cis ſnch as is cug 
off either from rhe gras of Trees, or certainly hath 
hor yer arrained its full maturity, and therefore 'tis 
of leſs efficacy : for thoſe kind of Lines do therefore 
appear,becauſe that fatty ſubſtance, which dorh chief- 
ly reſide in the middle trunk of the Tree, is not yer- 
fo plentiful, as to fill up all che interoal parts of rhe 
wood: burthat whichis blask all over the internal 
parts, the Perſon only being whitiſh, rbat if it be 
ſound, weighty, and odorous, and prick the Tongue 
with alight acrimony, and either is not divided with 
any lines, or elſe with thoſe full of Rozin, and there- 
fore while it burns, beſides the grareful ſmell it ſends 
forth, it alſo yields a blackiſh Rozin that hath atrain- 
ed the higheſt degree of maturity, and is curoff from 
the body of the Tree, and is therefore moſt efſeftual; 
but if it be divided with lines, and full ofholes, and 
neither weighty nor odorous, nor acrimonious, and

- For when as there are ſothany 
Phyfitians chat think amiſs of the Nature of. this 
Diſeaſe, 2nd cheriſh in themſelves falſe and erro- 
neous Opinionstouching the ſame ; it is indeed 
no wonder, that theſe do not tightly cure it, fince 
that of a Diſeaſe unknown ( and the nature and 


* cauſe thereo\ not underfiood } there can beno 


tight and methodical Cure expe&ed. And there 
are many Phyſitians likewiſe that with Leader 
Weapons (as I may fo ſay)fight againfFan Enety 
fo powerfull and obftinate, And then aphi 
ſecondly , the cauſe-may be in the fick pers 
foos themſelves; who uſually offend in three 
things. For moſt of them zre perſwaded that this 
their Malady is incurable z and therefore they 
never trouble their heads with thoughts of Phyfis 
tianor Phyfick, neither will they adviſe with fe 
Skifull Artiſt, bur ſuffer the Diſeaſe ( that ar firſt 
might have beencuted)) to take fuch deep root.

And therefore if there be any Fear of the mat» 
ters ſudden and violent ruſhing upon the part, 
purgation is not thereupon preſently to be omit- 
ted , but rather ſuch a purge is to be adminiftred 
that may not only move the bumors, but that js 
able alſo wholly to evacuate them. 

But yet nevertheleſs, it is here the ſafeſt courſe 
( 48 Sepcalins perimadeth us, to conſult Experi- 
ence, . 

For if we find that the pains are the more ex- 
aſperated uponthe giving of a Purge once or 
twice, and that thereupon they continue the 
lorger, We muſt then forbeas ta Purge for the 


futore, 


But on the contrary, if we find the pains to be 
hereby diminiſhed, and the Paroxyſmmade more 
eafie and light, we may then alſo even with bold- 
neſs and confidence go on to Purge, as there 
ſhall be occafion.

ed, this is not to be aſcribed meetly and fimply 
unto the baths, but unto the Conſiitution of the 
fick perſon and likewiſe the courſe of Dyet by 
him obſerved whileſt he made nſe of thoſe baths, 
For if the body ſhall be firk righly evacuated, (6 
that there ace only the reliques and remainders ts 
de conſumed, and that the Joynts be to be reng- 
thened, baths may then be allowed as very fit and 
Frofitable for the ſick perſon. 

For thev do more powerfully diflolve and diffi 
pate the remaiaders of the Huwors in the Joynts 
than do any Medicaments whatſoever, and fo 
ſtrengthen the parts; and withal (if the uſe of 
them be temperate) they cheriſh and preſerve the 
Native heat of the Body, | 

But if the body be till impure, and 8s yet ful 
of vitious humors, the baths melt and por all a- 
broad theſe vitious humors ; wherenpon the fick 


| p_ ſometimes fall into their fits in the very 


athy, and ſo are forced to deſiſt from any further 
uſe of them , or elfetheſe bumars being ſcatter- 
ed and poured abroad are carried into the other 
parts, and unto the bowels , and therethey cauſe 
many dangers and miſchiefs. 

And ſo we may even very truly conclude, That 
baths are more hurtful than heſpfal unto perſons 
1n this condition, unleſs they obſerve a right and 
_ courſe of Dyet, while they make nſe oc 
tem, 
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
